The passage of the thousands apparently 
had no effect on the size of the crowd outside 
on Clark street. There the people were in- 
clined te be restless and noisy. Once inside

Next 
came the hearse, the eight Captains from the 
Fire Department marching beside it, four on 
each side. In the first carriage were Con- 
troller Wetherell, Corporation Counsel Kraus, 
Commissioner of Public Works Jones, and 
Chief of Police Brennan.

SECURED A PERFECT DEATH MASK. 


Sculptor Fachs Finds His Cast a Good 
One, 

Sculptor Fuchs, who made & death mask of 
Mayor Harrison Sunday afternoon. reported 
yesterday that the work had proved a com- 
plete success, Mr. Fuchs was readily given 
permission to secure an impression of the 
features of thedead Mayor in plaster. The face 
was first rubbed thoroughly in oil. A atring 
was laid upon the face, passing down from 
the brow to the chin, following the line of the 
nose. Soft plaster was then placed on the 
features, the sculptor thoroughly kneading it 
into every line. This in turn wWas covered 
with a thicker plaster, and the whole left to 
dry. Ina short time it was dry enough to be 
removed. The string was lifted in such a way 
that the mask was divided. The halves were 
lifted and joined, forming @ perfect mold of 
the features, into which plaster was poured to 
form the mask. '

SMALLPOX IS STILL RAGING, 


Prospects of an Abatement in Infected Dis- 
»tricts Seem Meager. 

Inptaxaporis, Ind., Oct. 31.—The smallpox 
epidernic is still raging in the infected dis- 
tricts of the State and prospects for an abate- 
ment of the plague are meager. The epi- 
demic originated in Muncie about the middle 
of Mayand until July 12, when the true 
nature of the disease first became krown, the 
cases weré diagnosed as chickenpox. Up to 
that time there had been thirty cases in all. 
No new cases have appeared at Muncie since 
last Wednesday. Uptothattime there had 
been 150 cases and twenty-one deaths. A trav- 
eling man carried the disease to Alexandria 
where t!. »3 have been seven cases in all with 
two dea.hs. In Elwood there have been two 
cases, and one each in Connersville and In- 
dianapolis. At present the plague is raging 
in Darke County, just across the Ohio line, 
and the Health Board is apprehensive that, the 
disease willbe communicated to Union City. 
near by. This year’s incursion of the epi- 
dernic is more formidable and destructive to 
life than any other since the years 1883 and 
1884, and the Governor, by request of the 
Health Board, has decided to continue the ap- 
propriations from the epidemic fund until the 
disease is under complete subjection,

Inspector Byrne Called Upon to Give Up a 


Fortune—A Demented Swede Hus a

ago. He cailed about 1 o’clock and said he 
had important business with the Superintend- 
ent. When-ushered to the latter’s room he 
gaid: “I want $100,000. Some time ago I 
directed Miss Bell to hand you $75,000. The 
amount has now grown to $100,000, and I 
must have itat once. I want $25,000 of it 
jo pennies.” The Superintendent promised 
to honor the demand and called in a detective, 
who led the man to the “* execution chamber.”’ 
There he said his name was Thomas Reilly, a 


_ printer, 45 years old. He refused to give his 


address or tell anything more about himself. 
He had no weapons. An unmailed postal 
card was found Girected to the Surrogate. It 
demanded money which it was claimed had 
been left withthe Surrogate by the Astors, 
Vanderbilts, Goulds, and other capitalists for 
him. Supt. Byrnes\in hunting up the man’s 
record found that he had received a postal- 
card [rom the fellow, signed Thomas J. Reilly, 
two years ago.

Move Offices=Reading’s Statement. 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 31.—(Special.]—The 
directors of the New York and New England 
railroad held an important meeting at the 
Boston office of the company today, at which 
formal announcemeni was made of the much- 
independent entrance to New York 
City. President A. A. McLeod presided, and 
fifteen of the seventeen directors were present. 
President MeLeod explained the details of the 
new move, whereby the New England road is 
to enter Manhattan Island over the proposed 
New York, New England and Northern road 
from Brewsters, N. Y., to Leggett’s Creek. 
The, directors authorized the President 
to exeente contracts to get ¢n entrance into 
the City of New York for the New York and 
New England railroad for both passenger and 
freight trains. The connection of the New 
York and New England with the Manhattan 
Elevated will be just above the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford freight terminals 
near Third avenue and One Hundred and 
Forty-ninth street. The Sixth Avenue Ele- 
vated will probably connect with the new line 
in a unien station for passengers and express 
at that point. The freight terminals will be 
just eastward at Port Morris and Hunt’s 
Point, The Ryan & McDonald Construction 
company will build the road and ‘turn it over 
completed to. the stockholders . of the 
New York, New England and Northern 
railroad company, after which 51 per cent of 
the stock of that company will pass into the 
treasury of the New York and New England 
railroad company. The construction com- 
pany will furnish all funds to build and equip 
the road. Mr. McLeod said it must be plain 
to every business-man that it means an addi- 
tional independent line between the two great 
Cities of Bogton and New York, including all 
intermediate points, with independent 
facilities for both passenger and freight busi- 
ness. ** It is well known,”’ he added, ** that the 
New England railroad is surrounded by sev- 
eral roads paying from 7 to 10 per cent divi- 
dends, Naturally the question would be 
asked: ‘Why is the New England road un- 
able to pay dividends?’ The answer is plain. 
It has no entrance into the great metropolis, 
ard therefore its terminal facilities in Bos- 
ton and other trade centers are of 
little avail to do business without 
correspond facilities in the City of 
New York. ‘The New England road is equal 
in all respects to its competitors, except that 
itis unable to enter New York on equal 
terms. Our movements to secure the con- 
struction of this new line have been as rapid 
as the laws of the State of New York would 
permit. The Legislature of that State passed 
a law last winter making it necessary to apply 
to the Railroad Commission for a charter to 
build before any work could be done. Their 
assent was readily obtained, but under the 
law parties who were not satisfied with their 
decision had thirty days in which to file an 
appeal, The time has just expired and no ap- 
peal has been made, and we are therefore in a 
sition to go on with the construction of the 

ine without possible interference.”’

The Southwestern Passenger Association

The trouble has cul- 
minyted in refusal of the St. Louis lines to 
hold a meeting and this has moved the Te 
people and others largely interested to take 
radical measures. The question of gulf rates 
is so pressing that a meeting must be held at 
once. The association territory is bounded on 
the east by the Mississippi and its affairs can 
be directed more conveniently from a 
point more accessible and more central. The 
Southern lines favored New Orleans, the St. 
Louis lines were loyal to their own city, and 
even Chicago was suggested. Of course the 
St. Louis roads will make a strong fight 
against the change.

BIG SUGAR CROP RAISED IN CUBA. 


Planters, However, Lack Money to Handle 
the Great Harvest. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Havana, Cuba, Oct. 31.—Rains have been 
very heavy and frequent, giving a great im- 
petus to the growing crops; the prospect 
now is that more than 1 
sugar. will be made during the season of 1894. 
The important question occupying the minds 
of planters is, whence will come the money 
with which to er get this great harvest? 
It is reported same planters have ob- 
tained advances on paying interest at the rate 
of 15 per cent perannum. It would appear 
that foreign capital might be well employed 
in moving the next year’s crop to market. 

The suspension of one of the largest busi- 
ness houses at Matanzas and the suicide of 
one of the principal planters have placed 
planters in that region under very grave pros- 
pects, and in several instances the fields of 
standing cane have been abandoned, 

The stock of sugar in the Havana ware- 
houses today is 808,169 sacks of 310 pounds 
each and 211 hogsheads of 1,500 pounds 
each—iess than half the quantity at the same 
date of 1892.

All laws in conflict therewith shal! be no longer 
applicable; bat all laws or parts of laws not in- 
cotsistent with the provisions of this act (the 
charter) shall continue in force-and be applica- 
ble.to any sach city or village the same as if such 
change of organization [the adoption of the char- 
ter} had vot taken place, 

It may be officia! courtesy for Mr. Kraus to 
withhold hig formal opinion as to the powers 
of the Council in reference to the vacancy 
until next Monday. Buthe might very well 
express his opinion informally but clearly on 
the subject for the public satisfaction. 


GOOD-BY TO THE FAIR. 

After six months of checkered experiences, 
beginning with discouragements and closing 
with unexpected success, Chicago bids good- 
by to its Fair regretfully—a good-by that 
comes from the heurt. The White City had 
become so attractive in its enticements, so 
regally beautiful in all its environments, so 
delightful as a pl re resort,and so en- 
twined with our. municipal life in all its asso- 
ciations, it is not easy to realize that all this 
beauty must fade away and pass forever frow 
sight, still less easy to accept its passing and 
say the final word of partmg. The only con- 
svlation is that Chicago has given to the world 
a vision of. supreme beauty, which dims all 
past achievement and which challenges the 
future; that millions have looked upon it 
with delighted eyes; and that it has left en- 


during influences .behind which will work for 


eweetness and light all over this broad land. 
It is already a reminiscence, but its memory 


‘will last as long as men cherish the love of the 


beautiful. So long they will preserve its asso- 


‘ ¢iations and recall its alluring forms. So long 


they will remember it as an artistic creation 
of supreme perfection. 

Chicago reluctantly bids good-by to a little 
ideal world, a realization of Utopia, in which 
every sight was beautiful and every day a 
festival, in which for the time ull thoughts of 
the great world of toil, of injustice, of cruelty, 
and of oppression outside its gates disap- 
peared, and in which this splendid fantasy of 
the artist atid architect seemed to foreshadow 
some far-away time when all the earth should 
be as pure, as beauttful, atid as joyous as the 
White City itself. Chicago bids good-by to 
its stately domes and noble columns, its 
statues and decorations, its harmonious 
groups of palaces, no one of whic’ was selfish 
enough to boast itself above its neighbor. It 
says good-by to the exquiste picture in white, 
resting on the marge of the blue lake, beauti- 
ful every morning, dazzling every noon, but 
most alluring to those who loved it when the 
fading day clothed it in tender hues, softened 
every line, and imparted to it a dreamy, 
shadowy indistinctness, prelude to the illumi- 
nations that traced its noble, graceful outlines 
in fire reflected in wavering gold in the waters 
below. It says good-by most reluctantly of 
all to the Court of Honor, Itis not pleasant 
to think that no more it shall see the stately 
dome of Administration, the imposing fagades 
along the basin, the lonely obelisk, the 
graceful colonnade, the great golden statue, 
the forest of columns in thet most perfect 
achievement of the artist, the Peristyle, with 
its glimpses of the great lake and its quadriga 
traced agaiust the biue of the sky, the flying 
laumches and gondolas, the fountains, the 
illuminations, and all that made this quad- 
rangle a bit of fairyland. In the words of 
‘an acute observer (the Springfield (Mass.) 
Republican): 

The court of entrance most clearly and un- 
doabtedly points onward to something more 
splendid and vital than iteelf. It says, “ Tarry 
not here; there are greater things beyond.”’ But 
so far asthe Exposition to which it leads is 
concerneéd-this promise is not fulfilled. it is not 
possible *hat it should be fulfilled in the present 
stage o: degree of haman deve opment. There is 
no other feature of the Exposition which equals 
this court of entrance in artistic elevation, com- 
pass, or power. It belongs to an order of things 
—a civilization—which is still in a far future, if 
it is ever to be attained. If such a civilization is 
ever developed the men of that time can look 


back to this transcendent achievement as a 
prophecy of their life. 


Chicago bids good-by to the products of 
human skill, ingenuity, and artistic taste piled 
up in such bewildering profusion ; to the hand- 
some structures with which States and for- 
eign nations have adorned the grounds; and 
to the picturesque attractions of the plaisance. 
It will miss the nights in the Old Vienna with 
ite gocd cheer and music, the cacophony of 
the Dahomans, the donkey boys and camel 
drivers and dancing girls of Cairo, the guile- 
less little Javanese, and the wild rides of the 
Bedouins. The Midway will seem strange and 
lonesome without its great revolving wheel, 
its grotesque processions, its noisy Celestiuls, 
its eloquent ostrich man, and, by no means 
the least, its garrulous Turk, whose “‘ot, ot, 
ot’ had made him better known even than 
the Director-General.

The number of paid admissions to the Co- 
lumbian Fair during the 179 days that it was 
oppa to the public was 21,477,218, being an 
average of 110,984) per day. Nearly 120,-, 
000 foreach day, “rain or shine,” is no 
mean record, Itis none the less wonderful | 
because somewhat exceeded by the paid at- | 
tendance at Paris four years ago. The total | 
attendance, inclu exhibiters and the mul. | 
titude of others who held passes, was 27,529,-. 
400, which exceeded by nearly a million the , 
26.538,543 of the total admissions to the 
Paris Exposition during the five and 4 wine 
months ending with October. | 

The attendance for May was so small as to | 
incite grave fears that the exhibition would 
fail to attract the people en masse. Taking 

out the 128,965 of the opening day and the | 
115,5'78 of Decoration day the average for the 
other twenty-six days was only 80,980. The 
paid attendance for Jure was two and a half 
times that of May, but its 2,675,113 included 
only five days the figures for which exceeded | 
the six months average, In July thataverage 
was first exceeded the Fourth, with a total of | 
283,278, and the 20th the average was again | 
passed. with a total of 129.873, by the Swed- | 
ish ce bration. The total for that, month |

15,493 of August wes an increase 
‘ourth, The paid attendance for each | 
fifteen days exceeded the average, and 
except Sundays the lowest figures were 80,- 
200. Che “ banner day” ‘in August was the 
24th, when 243,951 persons paid their way 
through the gates to join in celebrating IIli- 
nois day. .The other two largest records of 
August were 168,861 for the 19th, which was ; 
British day, and the 168,036 of the 25th, which 
was Machinery day. September brought an in- 
crease to nearly 4.660,000, its banner record | 
being the 281,522 for the 9th, when the Culifor- 
nians, the G. A, R., Utah, the stationary engi- 
neers, and the exponents of transportation 
joined in celebrating. On three other days of 
that month the record went above 200,000— 
namely: the 23d, xeing Knights of Honor 
aay, with 215,643; the 7th, by Pennsylvania 
and Brazil, with 203,460; and the 16th, with 
202,376, that beng Texas, Railway, and New 
Mexico day. October brought 6,816,435 
visitors, or an average of 227,214 for each 
day, which was less than one-third of the 716,- 
881 persons who paid their way on the twenty- 
second anhiversary of the Chicago fire. On 
each of three other days the record exceeded 
800,000, the 10th, being North Dakota and 
Firemen’s day, and the 11th, which was Con- 
necticut day, both rising above 309,000. 

The total attendance at the Chicago Fair 
was more than two and three-quarters times 
that at Philadelphia seventeen years ago. 
The best month of paid admissions at Chi- 
cago exceeded the best month at Paris by 30 
percent. Our relative loss wos at the begin- 
ning, the paid attendance at Paris in the three 
weeks of May exceeding by 50 per cent the 
corresponding figures for the whole of the 
month here, Several things conspired to 
keep down the early patronage of thie Fair 
There was a widespread impression that the 
exhibits were notin shape to be viewed satie- 
factorily, this being fostered by the inimical! 
attitude of certain papers at the East. Then 
the money market was stringent, almost to 
the verge of panic. Very many people who 
wished to come did not dare to leave their 
business, and others could not afford to do so, 
or thought they could not, the result being 
about the same in either case, Besides this 
the persistent demand of high rates for trans- 
portation by rail, with a belief that rates 
would be reduced to an important extent later 
in the season, kept away untold thousands 
who otherwise would have come here previvus 
to midsummer’s day. The wonder is that so 
many came ipstead of so few. 

Making due allowance for duplications by 
persons who paid more than one visit to the 
Fair it may be estimated that not less than 
12,000,000 different individuals went there 
once or more within the six months. Remer. 
bering that. the greater number were crowded 
toge$her in the course of the last few weeks it 

be conceded that the throngs were mag- 
nificently handled by the transportation com- 
panies, Not a single life was lost by the ele 
vated, cable, or Illinois Central trains or on 
the steamers, which carried vast numbers of 
people to and from the Fair. Some fatal ac- 
cidents occurred on trains at considerable 
distances from the city, and the terrible holo- 
caust at the Cold-Storage Buildin g wiil not be 
soon forgotten, but that structure was not a 
portion of the Fair. The display at Jackson 
Park and the avenues of approach thereto 
were so singularly exempt from loss of life 
and injury to the person and the weather 
throughout was so favorable that Providence 
would seem to have smiled kindly’ upon the 
Fair and the celebration at Chicago of the 
lapse of four centuries since the discovery of 
the New World ‘by Columbus. 


SCIENCE AT THE FAIR. 

In its scientific aspect, not leas than in other 
prominent features, the Columbian Fair 
just officially closed is entitied to be 
called the wonder of the world. The 
highest; steps that have been taken in 
scientific research and the application of 
knowledge to the welfare of humanity were 
repregented there in their results, and in many 
cases this was done by comparison with state. 
ments and appliances of the olden time, so 
that the millions who have gazed on the'dis- 
play have not only had the opportunity of 
direct information but of being edified by 
contrast. 

The results of investigation, pure and 
simple, were most strikingly and compre- 
hensively spread out in the Anthropological! 
Building, those of direct application of ‘dis- 
covery to the production of the nseful and the 
beautiful in the department of electricity. 
In the une the man of past ages and same of 
his works were exhibited in almost bewilder- 
ing array, being resurrected from the débris 
of untold centuries for the instruction of 
those who wish to know something more of 
antecedent humanity than isto be found in 
the ‘so-called “ histories” which tell of 
batties between peoples and the crimes com- 
mitted by their rulers. In the other was ghown 
anepitome of what has been done by the 
scientific men of today in harnessing the 
most subtle force of nature to the car of 
progress and forcing it to do their bidding. 

But these only lie at the extremes of a long 
series. Intermediately were the contents 
of the Mining Building, showing what has 
been done in wresting from the bosom of 
mother earth her choicest treasures of rocks 
and metals. Machinery Hall contained almost

pare the ground, sow, and harvest his crops 
and make them ready for market. In still 
other places were tobe found the instru- 
ments with which skilled men measure the 
positions and movements of the stars, read the 
“ signs of the times” as regards the weather, 
and gauge the depths of the ocean. Here was 
the mightiest enginery of war, there the arts 
of peace. A separate building was devoted to 
exhibiting and illustrating the march of mod- 
ern improvement in transportation by sea 
and land, The most modern arrangements 
for carrying freight and passengers by rail 
and for transporting emigrants as well as 
millionaires across the ocean were exhib- 
ited by the side of the old cart and the dug- 
out. The contrast was an object lesson that 
| rightly learned tells no small part of the 
story of improvement, more of which -has 
been accomplished in the last few years than 
during the lapse of many previous centuries. 

The astonishing strides that have been made 
in the last seventeen years in the development 
of the electrical arts may be understood par- 
tially by a comparison of the display at the 
Centennial at Philadelphia with that at Chi- 
cago. The principal points of interest are 
stated by Prof, A. E. Dolbear. In 1876 the 
electrical apparatus ekhibited consisted most- 
ly of telegraphic devices, galvanic batteries, 
etc., for school use,and such measuring in- 
struments ds galvanometers and resistance 
coils. There were a few crude dynamos, non- 
of them intended to maintaiz more than one 
arc light. ‘There was not a singe incandes- 
cent lamp, and not a motor that was more 
than a toy. Then all welding was done by 
hammering at the forge, and it was not possi- 
ble to weld steel or other metals than 
iron. There were induction coils for produ- 
cing sparks a fewinches long and they were 
employed only for changing low potentials 
to higher ones, But two telegraphic mes- 
sages could be sent simultaneously in oppo- 
site directions, and the telephone was first ex- 
hibited on a line the length ofa building. It 
was believed that a continuous conductor was 
essential for doing any kind of electrical 
work, that light is oné of the physical forces, 
that electricity could never be employed 
economically for driving machinery, and that 
its light could not be subdivided. Theo al! 
the electrical exhibit could be put in a space 
fifty feet square. 

This year there was a rivalry for. space in 
which to exhibit dynamos capable of lighting 
fifty or more.arc lights in one circuit, and a 


| huge building covering acres was found insuf- 
| ficient for the needs’ of. exhibiters, 


Incan. 
descent lamps could be seen by the tens of 
thousands, and with all degrees of brightness 
from:that of a tallow dip to these but little 
inferior to the arc light, and every exhibit was 
thus lighted. There were motors for all kinds 
of service from driving a fan to the running 
of a machine shop, and threatening the ex- 
istence of the locomotive itself. Now almost 
any metal may be, welded electrically to an- 
other as easily ad iron to tron, the process 
may be performed in less time than it 
takes to describe it, and heavy shafts 
and rails may | be ,welded even __ bet- 
ter than was possible. in the old 
way. Induction. sparks have been made 
five feet long, and it is believed they could be 
made ten times that length if it were worth 
the while, The transformer reverses the old 
process of change of potential; and makes 
electric lighting possible miles away from the 
dynamo. Thirty-six messages cin be sent 
each way at the same time over one wire with- 
out interference, and one can taik through 
the telephone with a person a thousand miles 
away. Nowit is known that all kinds of 
electrical work can be done ‘without material 
connections. It is believed that light is an; 
electro-magnetic wave, and eléctrical science 
is still in its infancy.

ART AT THE FAIR, { 

Now that the Fair ig over and in all 
future days it will be pleasant to remember 
the brilliant part which art has played in the 
inception as well as in the progress of the 
White City. The success of the Fair in this 
direction has been. phenomenal. When it 
first was announced that the Fair would be 
held in Chicago, by common presumption the 
most material of American cities, the almost 
universal sentiment was expressed that while 
the Fair might be larger in extent and more 
abundant in exhibits tending to a demonstra- 
tion of the progress made in manufacturing, 
agricultural, scientific, and material interests, 
from the purely esthetic point of view it must 
fall far behind the Paris Exposition, whether 
in the construction of the buildings, their 
decorative effect, or the artistic exhibits they 
might contain. This was the general opinion 
not only in Europe but in this country. That 
opinion no longer holds. 


By common consent the world has paid its. 


tribute to the White City as the most consum- 
mate expression of the beautiful and graceful 
in art and architecture yet conceived, either 
in modern or classical days. Single buildings 
have had their peers in the old times. The 
Art Palace, for instance, has its counterpart 
in the Grecian temple copied in part by its 
architect, but the world has not seen such a 
magnificent group as that which surrounds 
the Court of Honor. 

It was a wise, far-reaching thought of Messrs. 
Burnham, Root, and Codman to summon the 
expert workers in art and architecture and 
bid them labor together to produce a scheme 
which should be in absolute harmony. It was 
# rare instance of devotion to art and gener- 
ous association that led the artists to accept 
this idea, to subordinate their natural prefer- 
ences and to work) witha common end in 
view. The outcome shows the value of loving, 
enthusiastic codperation of this kind. Had 


they worked independently of each other they. 


might have produced individual results of a 
high order, but the harmony of the scheme 
would have been ruined. Today no one 
questions whether this or that building is the 
more beautiful or whether this or that piece 
of decorating, whether solid or in color, is the 
more effective. No one doubts that the IIli- 
nois Building and the Government Building 
are the two discordant notes in the scheme, 
but these were built independently. They 
represent the old style, The other principal 
buildings represent the new art which is des- 
tined to supplant it, for after this display at 
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idea. There may bave been finer pictures at 
Paris, for Paris is an art center and easily ac- 
cessible to.all the European artists, but Paris 
did not show such a representative collection 
of the art 6f the world, or give such an op- 
portunity to study the various schools, Euro- 
pean, Oriental, and North and South Ameri- 
can. France, large us its collection is, is not 
well represented. Its best painters are in the 
loan exhibit. With a few exceptions, and 
these mostly portraits, its pictures.are spec- 
tacular, trical, and (decorative, Its 
really great artists have not sent their works. 
Eagland is represented almost exclusively by 
ite academicians, and academicians are the 
Bourbons of art. They make no advance.

If so itis not demonstrated by Fg sre 
they have sent us, The United States exhibi- 
tion is one of which the couniry may be 
proud. It shows a spirit of beaithy competi- 
tion, a growing freedom from foreign influ- 
ences, anda breaking away from old tradi- 
tions. In pictorial illustration it excels the 
world, Its future is full of promise. In the 
Oriental exhibits that wonderfully artistic na- 
tion, Japan, takes the lead, and its exhibits 
have been the center of popular at. 
traction, whether in carving, painting, 
embroideries that rival the finest ef- 
fects of the brush, or in bronzes 
that. challenge those of Russia for artistic 
skill. Had Japan sent only the twelve faicons 
its exhibit would have been one of the notable 
features of the gallery. Holland, in spite of 
its contiguity to Paris, still maintains its high 
position in art, and its beautiful exhibit con- 
stantly has grown in popularity. The can- 
vases are mostly emall, but the pictures are 
as national in subject as they were in the days 
of Rembrandt. They are honest, earnest, and 
sincere, They have something to say, and 
they say it in their own wuy, and he who runs 
may read, There is no striving for effect or 
show. All is reposeful, and that is the prime 
essential of art. The pictutes shown by the 
Swedish and Norwegian artists have been a 
veritable surprise, They have attracted more 
popular interest and more study by artists 
and connoisseurs than any others, Why? Be- 
cause, like the Hollanders, they have something 
to say, and they, too, suy it in theirown way. 
They are original, individual, spontaneous. 
The influences of Paris never have reacaed 


| them. Some of them may be crude and 


heavy in expression, broad and coarse in 
the use of the brush, lavish of their 
pigments, and h in color, but jin a 
bold, strong cag. Bt are delivering their 
message.

VOTE ON THE REPEAL BILL. 

With two exceptions the Senators who voted 
in the negative om the passage of the repeal 
bill were the ones who voted in favor of 
Peffer’s free coinage amendment. Those ex- 
ceptions were Perkins (Rep.) of California, 
who was against the amendment and against 
repeal, and Hunton (Dem,) of Virginia, who 
was for the amendment and for the bill. He 
made a lame explanation of his change of 
front, which is probably due toa desire to 
carry water on both shoulders. His term 
expires in 1895, and the Legislature to be 
elected next Tuesday will choose his suc- 
cessor. If the Democrats carry the State and 
the free silver sentiment is strong among the 
members of that party in the Legislature he 
can point to his vote for freecoinage. If it 
is not he can point to that in favar of repeal. 

This final vote shows, like those which pre- 
ceded it, the superior soundness of the Re- 
publican party on the monetary question. Of 
the thirty-seven Republican Senators only 
eleven voted against the bill, while twenty- 
six were for it. Of the eleven, Dubois, Jones, 
Power, Shoup, Teller, and Wolcott are from 
silver mining States. Hansbrough and retti- 
grew are from North and South Dakota, and 
are afraid of Populist sentiment. Perkins of 
California and Mitchell of Oregon did not 
represent the sentiments of the majority of 
their constituents, and there ig no excuse for 
Cameron of Pepusylvania. His State isa 
unit against him. 

Of the forty-four Democratic Senators one- 
half voted for and one-half against’ repeal. 
Of tiie twenty-two negative votes nineteen 
were cast by Southern Senators, the three 
others being those of Martin. of Kansas, Roach 
of North Dakota, and White of California. 
Only eleven Southern Senators, not including 
Gray of Delaware, voted for thie bill. 

It will be seen, therefore, that Senator 
Cockrell Was quite right when he said that 
“the unconditional repeal bill passed be- 
cause, and only because, it had the support of 
the Republicans in the Senate, and without 
their aid it was doomed to defeat because op- 
posed by the regular Democratic organization 
in that body.” He said that he wanted it un- 
derstood clearly that the Republican party 
was responsible. That party is willing to as- 
sume the responsibility for the repeal biil or 
for any similar measure designed to protect 
thé credit of the country. The Republican 
Senators voted for the so-called Sherman bill 
in order to prevent the Senators from the sil- 
ver mining States andthe Democrats, who 
were more unanimous for free silver in 1890 
than now, from passing a: free coinage bill. 
During the last three years the cause of good 
money has made some converts among the 
Democrats, and as a consequence the Repub- 
lican Senators, with the aid of those converts, 
have been able to repeal the silver purchase 
bill, 

It is apparent, however, from this vote and 
from the last dying words of the anti-repeal 
Democratic Senators that it will be a task of 
the greatest difficulty to get through the Sen- 
ate any legislation regarding the sale of bonds 
to strengthen the gold reserve.

This Democratic plan of raising a campaign 
fund by auctioning off foreign missions is a 
new one. It dues not seem to have.oceurred 
to the gentlemen who ran Mr. Cleveland’s 
campaign in 1884. If any such arrange- 
ments were made in 1888 Mr. Cleveland’s 
defeat made it impossible to deliver the 
goods. Probably in 1896 the Democratic 
managers, seeing how easily they raised $60,- 
000 four years before by promising two 
places, will put them all up for sale in order 
to raise the money they need.

This second nomination to a diplomatic po- 
sition of a person whose main recom menda- 
tion is that hé dled in the cause will intensify 
the grief of the mugwumps and civil service 
reformers over the backsliding of Mr, Cleve- 
land, It wili make themthink that the sale 
of offices is to beone of the distinguishing 
features of the purified and reformed Democ- 
racy. They ought to lose notime in getting 
out of an orgnization which intruste’ the in- 
terests of the United States in foreign coun- 
tries to personé who hold the land of their 
birth in such low esteem that they spend 
most of their time abroad, and who contrib- 
ute to campaign funds to secure positions un- 
der this governinent not because they wish to 

serve it, out because they will gain thereby 
higher r standing among foreigners.

It is al- 
leged that Peixoto’s naval squadron will ren- 
dezvous first in the harbor of Montevideo. It 
will be composed, itis alleged, of the Ria- 
chule, the Benjamin Constandt, and the tor- 
pedo boat coming from Europe; El Cid, the 
sister ship of El Rio; the Feiseen, the famous 
destroyer, and other torpedo boats from New 
York, and the Tiradentes, Bahia, Santos, Des- 
terro,and lesser boats of Brazil’s original 
navy which have not joined Mello’s revolt. 
They will then sail north ail together and en- 
gage in a fight with Mello’s fleet to the death. 
It is reported that the insurgent Admiral has 
seized acargo of food from an Argentina 
steamer in the Harbor of Rio. A formal pro- 
fest against this action has been entered by 
the Argentina Consul. 


MINE-OWNERS TO MEET FRIDAY. 


Proposal to Be Made for a Further Reduc- 
tion in Miners’ Wages. 

Loxpow, Oct. 81,—The Mine-Owners’ Asso- 
ciation will meet here Friday. A Derbyshire 
member, who is an extensive mine-owner, 
says the proposal will be made at the meeting 
to the miners to accept a 10 per cent reduc- 
tion in wages forthwith, and a further 10 per 
cent reduction April 1: next.

He Is Seeking to Get a Judgment for Dam- 
ages Set Aside, 

Pants, Oct. 81.—Some time ago the Count 
de Sesmaisoni,; formerly French Minister to 
Hayti, took offense at certain comments re- 
garding his conduct published in a leading 
newspaper of New York. Asthe paper could 
not be touched by French courts Count 
de Sesmaisoni brought an action 
against Brentano, proprietor of the Anglo- 
American Library in this city, asking for 50,- 
000 francs damages for selling the paper con- 
taining the alleged offending article. The 
court condemned Brentano to pay 5,000 
francs damages and a fine of 100 francs and 
to also publish the terms of the judgment in 
any ten newspapers that Count de Sesmaisoni 
might select. Brentano took an appeal from 
this judgment, and yesterday when the case 
came up it was postponed until Noy. 13, both 
parties to the suit consenting. 


FEAR SPANISH LOSS WAS SEVERE, 


War Office Statement at Madrid of Fight 
at Melilla Thought Incomplete. 


Maprrp, Oct. 31.—The statement issued by 
the War Office to the effect that only twelve 
men were killed and sixteen wounded, includ- 
ing eleven officers, in Sunday’s engagement 
with the Riffians around Melilla, is . believed 
here to not contain the full truth. The 
demand for vengeance against the Rif- 
fians shows not the slightest sign 
of abatement. The belief is  al- 
most universal that the Spanish 
lows in the fight was severe. It is reported 
that the Riffians in great force were attempt- 
ing yesterday to throw up intrenchments one- 
third of a mile distant from Fort Camellos. 
They worked under a heavy fire’ from 
the fort. The Spanish troops do 
not relax their vigilance by day 
or night, fearing the enenly may 
attempt to surprise them and take the forts 
by assault, Gen. Margallo, the Spanish com- 
mander, who Was killed in Sunday’s fight, was 
buried yesterday with military honors. Gen. 
Macias, now in command of the troops, di- 
rected the ceremonies. Gen. Macias considers 
that the present force of 7,500 men at Melilia 
is sufficient for defensive purposes, but that 
at least 15,000 will be réquired to allow of 
offensive operations by the Spaniards. The 
Riffans are keeping up a desultory fire upon 
the forts today. 

Gen. Chinchillam is about to start for Mel- 
illa to assume the provisional chief command 
of the troops there. Mail advices from Mel- 
illa state that a recent successful sortie made 
under the command of Gen. Ortega resuited 
in a two weeks’ supply of provisions being ob- 
tained for the forces at Fort Rostrogordo and 
Fort Cabrerazio. This will enable the troops 
to hold out against’the enemy until the league 
of the Riffans is broken up by the arrival of 
reinforcements from Spain. The Spanish 
naval squadron that is under orders to pro- 
ceed to Melilla has completed its coaling at 
Algeciras and is about to start for Morocco. 

Gen. Macias has adopted the system of 
worrying the Moors by repeated sorties, 
alarms, and cannonades. He has requested 
the gévernment to suspend the sending of re- 
inforcements until better accommodations 
have been prepared for them. 

A party of ninety wounded Spaniards from 
Melilla landed at Malaga today. Their ar- 
rival had been awaited by thousands and the 
scene on their disembarkation was a touching 
one. The Madrid newspapers deciare that 
the time has arrived to insist more vigorously 
upon reparation from the S.ltan of Morocco 
for the outrages at Melilla.

I have had frequent 
occasions to meet Mr. White in my visits to 
London when Iwasa member of Congress 
and also when a private citizen, as well as 
since coming here in an official capacity. Ihave 
always received from him extreme courtesy. I 
will go further and say I have never known or 
heard ofa case in which he has not shown 
every proper courtesy to any one visiting the 
legation. I considered him a valuable and 
excellent representative of his country. This 
report was brought to my attention a few daye 
ago by a paragraph in a Boston paper, which. 
after stating the alleged facts of a quarrel be- 
tween myself and Mr. White, concluded with 
this sentence: ‘This is emphatic.’ I at. once 
cut out the paragraph, pasted it on a piece of 
paper, wrote at the bottom, ‘The greater the 
emphasis the greater the lie,’ and mailed it to 
the editor. In conelusion I wish to say that 
he has been under obligation to me for noth- 
ing. but I am under obligations to him for 
many kindnesses.”’

REPORT OF ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT. 


Appropriation for Equipping the Militia 
Is Entirely Inadequate. 

Wasninetos, D. C,, Oct. 31.—A detailed 
account of what has been accomplished in 
ordnance for the army during the last fiscal 
year is contained in the annual _ report 
which Brig.-.Gen. D. W. Flagler, Chief 
of Ordnance, has suljmitted to the Sec- 
retary of War. During the year the 
Ordnance Department expended $3,702,202, 
leaving in the ota $4,348,541 to the 
credit of its ap ppropria ne ee this money 
will be requir coming year to 
meet payments that wi fall due. Attention is 
invited to the inadequacy of the general appro- 
og for arming and equip os Ss oe 

War Department is hoes ed by requests 
from the States for larger supplies than can 
be furnished under the allotments. The in- 
ability to furnish these supplies not only crip- 

les the efficiency of the militia force and 
ampens the ardor of officers, but makes a 
further enlargement of the militia force, 
which is so necessary, practically impossible. 

In eonsidering the results which have been 
obtained in the development of smokeless 
powders for cannon Gen. Flagler says on 
the authority of European manufacturers that 
the high heat evolv in their combustion 
particularly of the chemically combined 
smokeless powders, fuses and corrodes the 
metal at the surface of the bore, and perha 
even alters the molecular condition of 
steel. Asaresult the life of the gun, it is 
claimed, is materially shortened.

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A world is sad today for the death of the 
great white rose which filled with its fra- 
grance asingle summer—no, considering the 
long stretch of years, it bloomed a single 
summer day, a single hour. Our poet Lowell 
teaches us to rejoice . 

When a century bursts full-blossomed on the 
thorny stem of Time; 


‘But more than one century of the world’s 


progress blossomed in the white witchery that 
has passed away before the advent of the win- 
ter’ssnow. “Passing away’’—the words re- 
call that picture in the Art Palace of “‘ The 
Passing of King Arthur.’”’ There in the 
mist is the barge on which lies the pale King 
mourned over by those shadowy-crowned 
‘women who may typify the nations. And 
one recalls the solemn words of Arthur‘in = 
King ” when taking leave of 
dead era: 


> “The old order changeth, yielding place to new, 


And God fulfills himself in many ways, 
Lest one good custom should corrupt the world. 
But the picture is too gloomy. Not like the 
passing of King Arthur is that of our White 
City, but rather like that of the Lily Maid of 
Astolat. You remember how the brothers 
laid the dead girl on her funeral barge—— 
Set in her band a lily, o’er her hung : 
The silken case with braided blazonings, 
Aud kissed her quiet brows, and saying to her 
z Sister, farewell for ever,” and again 

Farewell, sweet sister,” parted all in tears. 
Then rose the dumb old servitor, and the dead 


‘Bteer’d by the dumb went upward with the flood— 


In her right band the lily, in her left 

The ietter—all her bright hair streaming down— 
And all the coverlid was cloth of gold 

Drawn to her waist, and she herself in white 

All but her face. and that clear-featured face 

Was lovely, for she did not seem as dead 

But fast asleep, and lay as tho’ she smiled. 
Thusipasses:' the White City. our latter-day 
Elaine! The river on which she is borne is 
the River of Time; the dumb servitor is Pos- 
terity, and the City of Camelot, toward which 
she goes, is the Mystical City of the Soul, 
which is the dream and desire of our human 
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again in some world parliament? | What 
scenes of horror they may witness in the 
meantime on the battlefields of Europe. 
France and Germany, whose colors were 
wafted by the same impartial breezes, may 
meet in deadly conflict to decide the strife of 
centuries. The red banner of St. George, 
which so proudly spread itself above our. in- 
land sea, may next be borne over distant 
oceans to float in triumph over captured towns 
and dismantled armaments. If such a time 
as is heré pictured should come—and itis not 
improbable that it will—those war flagg may 
recall the Truce of God in which they partici- 
pated in the World’s Columbian Exposition. 

It was such a truce as the world enjoyed in 
the reign of Augustus; and like the Augustan 
era this period may be the beginning of an 
epoch as important as that which was ushered 
in by the star of Bethlehem. And why not? 
Why not indulge in happy instead of ominous 
auguries? Whata blessing to the whole human 
race it would be if from the World’s Colum- 
bian Exposition should be dated the disarm- 
ing. of European nations? Fitting it is that 
the White City, which'is gone forever, should 
be the symbol of universal peace. 

City of Love, farewell! Mecca, Jerusalem, 
Rotee, and cities buried beneath.the sands of’ 
time have welcomed the pilgrimages of men 
throughout the ages; but to you alone came 
the worshipers of all the world.

exhibits in the other buildings look like. 
Before a singie exhibit could be installed in 
any of the buildings carefully and accurately- 
prepared plans of the floor space had to be 
made. Harold Fiower, as chief draftaman, 
had seven men under him for a while, but the 
work had to be done under his personal di- 
rection. He measured and caleulated every 
inch of floor space in the building, laid out 
the spaces with exactness, and then passed 
upon the designs for the pavilions to see that 
they were in harmony with the general effect. 
Miss Frances Crouch occupies the useful and 
generally important position of private secre- 
tary to Chief Allison. The number of ques- 
tions she has ~to answer in a day on almost 
everything pertaining to the whole office is 
only a part of the work she does in keeping 
things in order. 
The educational exhibit is under the super- 
intendency of Prof. W. O. Prutt. He pre- 
red the catalogue and attends to all the 
usiness in his division. Heis an experienced 
educator and qualified for the work. 
The private secretary to Chief Peabody is 
an accomplished young lady, Miss Jean War- 
riner. She has been.in that. position since 
Sept. 23, 1891. When the Department of 
Liberal Arts was created she took the posi- 
tion and has been faithfully at her desk ever 
since. W. A. Balch is the draftsman for 
the Liberal Arts Department. He began im 
the position Jan. 1 last. He prepared 
the diagrams of the exhibits and 
the record drawings of the departmert. 
The pass clerk for Liberal Arte is C. W, 
Driggs. He keeps account of all the passes 
issued to exhibiters and others connected with 
Cah, Sager ieee and does much other clerical 
work, 
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A great many quéstions ‘have been asked 
about the usefulness and purroses of the 
Woman's Building. Great importance must 
be attached to the fact that the building was 
designed by a woman, and we are very glad to 
know that the highest architectural authori- 
ties in the country have indorsed it as being 
one of the excellent buildings of the Exposi- 
tion. There are two main buildings that are 
generally considered inferior to the others, 
but the Woman's Building is not one of these 
two. On the contrary, Mr. Richard M. 
Hunt, the President of the American 
Arehitectural League, was so delighted with 
Misé Hayden’s building that he asked for her 
address so that he might write her a special 
letter of congratulation. Prof. G. Brown 


serted that the Woman’s Building is better 
adapted, by 50 per cent, to the exhibition 
purposes for which it was intended than any 
other building on the grounds. With those

It is an open secret that we have in our’ 


board afew women whoare not etogetingr 
sympathetic, but we haye amembership made 
up largely of very superior women Who have 
put their intellect and energy at the servive of 
the board and the results speak for them. 
selves. These women have shown the greatest 
self-abnegation. When the board was called 


at the beginning of the Exposition, although | 


there was a minority wishing to stay and ‘see 
the Exposition un government pay, they reso- 
lutely adjourned, after a session of ten days, 
without having had time togo into any exeept 
the Woman’s Building. They voluntarily 
turned their backs upon the Exposition, and 
returned to their homes, giving a splendid ex- 
hibition of self-denial and principle. This 
fact was not mentioned at allin the press, 
but on the contrary numberlesg rumorts of an 
unfounded character gainéd publicity. 

We have been at a disadvantage, bécause 
the reporters who ordinarily attended to. Ex- 
position work have been during our sessions 
sent to the rooms of the commission, whose 
meetings were going on at same 
time, and new reporters were nt ¢o 
us, who knew nothing of our histary and 
work, or the attitude of the different ‘women 
—those who are members of the board -and 
those: who are, outside, but deeply interdsted 
in its proceedings. These reporters having a 
quantity of matter—a great deal of it rub- 
bish—presented to them after every session, 
have printed whatever happened to etrike 
their fancy, without really knowing whether 
they were dealing justly. by our interests or 
not. The intention of the press has always 
been to be kind, but when there are @ few per- 
sons who are interested in spreading false re- 
ports, misstatement of fact,.and wrong: de- 
ductions from them it is not surprising that 
the press takes some of this as authoritative 
and gives it & place in their papers. 

We hope that the preas and the public will 
realize that there probably never was so large 
a body, which’carried out an unprecedented 
and vague commission to 4 practical and 
beneficent consurnmation with so little disaf- 
fection and friction among its ‘members. and 
we beg to assure them that most of the absurd 
rumors which have tended to detract from the 
dignity of the board have been entirely fic.

chinery and material here I placed myself in 
communication with people who would be 
bite two years ago, when I 
took charge of this department. I sent out 
circulars to allthe prominent uianufacturers 
of machinery in the United States. In reply 
to these I received requests for blank applica- 
tions for space. By July 1, 1892, I had re- 
ceived applications for four timea the space 
available. The space for foreign exhibiters 
was settled by the foreign Commissioners two 
yearsago. They applied for the amount they 
wanted and it was given them. They now oc- 
cupy one-half of the space in this building. 
So far as getting exhibits from the United 
States was concerned, I received no assistance 
from any: one but the Department of Pub- 
licity and Promotion, which everybody recog- 
re @ strong aid to the success of the 
air. 

There never was any money expended for 
the purchase or rental of exhibits in this de- 
partment,. The exhibits here are made en- 
tirely by the manufacturers of the machines, 
In addition to the assignments of space ac- 
cepted and occupied there were 250 assign- 
ments madé to applicants who accepted thern 
and held the space for a while and then gave 
it up, This necessitated a good deal of 
skirmishing to get the space filled, as it rep- 
resented 90,000 square feet. This space was 
filled, however, and by the time the Exposi- 
sition was fairly under way there was but lit- 
tle space unoccupied in Machinery Hall. 
Early .in the season a number of machinery 
builders told me thatthere could not be a suc.

This ig the largest exhibit of machinery ever 
made. This building is two acres larger than 
the Machinery Hall atthe Centennial, which 
contained also the Departments of aay &

size with the samme exhibit at Philadelphia, 
add three other buildings, and that gives thirty- 
two or thirty-three. acres as against fourteen 
at the Centennial.

I. wish to comply with your request for a 
parting thought on the results attdined in 
this department of the Exposition. I wish to 
do so primarily because it is your request, as 
l recognize the fact that the newspapers of 
Chicago have been the most powerful forces 
at work in behalf of the Fair. No other com- 
bined influence, or, indeed, all others have 
done so much to bring about whatever suc- 
cess has been achieved. They have been, as 
it were, guiding and protecting genii, or, like 
an approving or ‘protecting conscience, they 
have held up our hands when we were right 
and in a spirit of friendship have reproved us 
when their judgment was against us. While 
we may differ from the judgment passed by 
the Chicago papers many times, we have 
never impugned their motives, nor respected 
them the less because of thoxe differences. 

Speaking of the department I desire to say 


that we have accomplished the highest aim 


which the well posted man could have set, 
We have not been the instrament for bring- 
ing out any great new principle, like the are 
or incandescent light, telephone, or dynamo.

The incandescent plant 
in service at the Fair is not alone the most 
extensive but the most economical—to the 
contractor~and the most efficient ever con- 
structed, leaving out of consideration the per- 
fection attained in decoration. Its chief miec- 
it of course, apart from careful mechanical 
construction of the machinery, lies in the fact 
that it employs what is Known as the alternat- 
ing systern of transmission, which means to 
the financier a saving of immense sums in 
copper and the further possibility of lighting 
territory at long distances from source of

One of the 
secrets of Prof; Barrett’s sweoess as an execu- 
tive lies in the fact that every man in the de- 
partment has specific duties to perform and 
is held to a striet personal account for their 
proper and prompt execution, , 


The Department of Transportation is, as 
is well known, unique. At no previous Ex- 
position has there been a separate depart- 
ment of this nature, and such ekhibits as 


have been made have been made in connec- 


tion with general machinery and manu- 
factures. It was considered by those who 
made the original plans of the scope of the 
Columbian Exposition that transportation 
was the distinctive feature of the century, that 
Chicago was almost wholly the outgrowth of 
new methods of fransportation, and that, 
therefore, special importance should be given 
to this subject_in connection with the Fair. 

At the first @mit of the leading European 
Commissioners to Chicago it was found ut- 
terly impossible to interest them in the Trans- 
portation Exhibits Department. The space 
finally taken and. oceupied by the foreign 
countries emounts altogether to one-third of 
the entire space in the building. Among 
these Germany has by far. the largest exhibit, 
being followed closely by Great Britain and 
France, Altogether fifteen foreign countries 
are represented on a considerabie scale in the 
department. These exhibits are all made 
formally under the charge of the Commis- 
sioners of. tise different countries. 

It cannot have notice that there are 
a large number of individyal exhibits of- in- 
teresting historical and educational character 
from all the odd corners of the earth. These 
did not come of themnselves, nor were they for 
the most part sent by the different govern- 
ments or their representatives. The Chief of 
the Department a letter to eve 
Consul and Consular dgent of the Unit 
States in all quarters of giobe, asking for 
information regarding the method of trans- 
portation uliar to each country, and for 
aoe ag: , data, ete. From the informa- 
tion thus.derived the Chief of the Department 
made such selec 108 of what seemed to be 
the most characteristic articles throughout 
the world, iliustrating the different methods 
of tran tation and the gradual develo 
ment of the same. Nosuch collection of odd 
and interesting transportation methods was 
ever brought ue or attempted anywhere 
in the world. To mention them in detail 
would require many columns of space. 

Another important feature of the work of 
this department consisted in interesting the 
great trunk lines of America in the subject of 
making an-adequate exhibit. The Baltimore 
and Ohio railway at a very early date took a 
great interest in the subject. The valuable 

istorical collection of locomotives, cars, lo- 
comotive models, railway track, and pictures

Prof. N. N. Donaldson and Dr. Boas co- 
operated in gathering: exhibits pertaining to 
ysical anthropology, psychology, and: neu- 
rology. It was their endeavor to make the 
collections in this exhibit cover all these 
spheres as fully as pos: ole. Great care ‘was 
taken in the arrangement of the laboratories, 
which showed the methods of investigation. 
Anthropological and ethnological exhibits were 
contributed by States and foreign countries. 
The archwolggical exhibits of America 
were the best ever exhibited and covered the 
entire country. It was the endeavor of the 
department to bring together as systemat- 
ically as possible everything on anthropology 
and ethnology of America, and a gréat deal 
of credit is due Prof; Putnam and his as- 
sistants for the energy displayed and the 
capable manner in which their work was 
done. Miss Frances Mead, by her intelli- 
ence and strict attention to her duties, ren- 
ered herself invaluable in the ion of 
secretary. The labors of Prof. Putnam and 
his assistants were in « measure thankless, 
but they received a partial return in the in- 
terest displayed by the millions who visited 
the department and who secured a wealth of 
information that cannot be computed in mere 
money. 


The field of operations in which the Depart- 
ment of Mines, Mining, and Metaliurgy found 
its work at its organization some two years 
ago was generally comprehended in its title. 
It was intended by the resolution of the com- 
mission establishing this department that the 
two great industries of mining and metal- 
lurgy should have an ample opportunity for 
displaying their magnitude and the great 
development they have made'‘in in»dern 
times. In fully covering these great in- 
dustries, however, the classification al- 
lowed, and in fact required, a broad 
treatment of the subjects, making room fora 
presentation of many allied arts and sciences, 
such for instance as mechanical and mine 
engineering, geology, mineralogy, ‘physics, 
chemistry, etc. Indeed, the department 
early,found that the scope of the work might 
be indefinitely éxtendéed in many and varied 
directions. 

The exhibit, however, has been confined to 
as fully a systematic presentation of mining 
and metallurgy as could possibly be made 
under the circumstances, While much space 
was devoted to scientific collections and ex- 
hibits a special effort was put forth to show in 
an attractive way the close connection - be- 
tween the scientific and economie sides of the 
mineral and metal industries. 

It is difficult to say which exhibit wag of the 
most interest or value. because the lines along 
which the entire display is made are so varied, 
and each might be complete in its way with- 
out possessing particular interest to all 
classes of visitors. Judging from a stand- 
point of general attractiveness. however, 
adopting the popular verdict, the Cape Colony 
diamond washing and cutting display should 
be aecorded first place amoug the “ live’”’ ex- 
hibits. In point of general excellence ‘the 
great iron and steel exhibit of Germany, 
and the magnificent display of the 
Standard Oil company should receive first 
mention, avhile New South Wales has perhaps 
the largest and most characteristic mineral 
mining exhibit of any country in the building. 
All of the States aa foreign countries have 
shown in a creditable and successful manner 
their mineral and meta! resources, and in gen- 
eral left little to be improved upon, 

It is to be regretted that the size of the 
building limited che extent to which the min- 
ing machinery might be exhibited. From the 
number of applications that were received in 
this division” the department might * easi- 
ly have filled double the space now 
occupied by the machinery exhibit. As 
it is the exhibit is representative. 

The feature that has been carried out with 
the greatest thoroughness success has 
probabiy been that of maintaining through- 
out the individual and collective exhibits a 
high artistic standard. It would ‘have been 
the easiest thing in the world to have simply 
offered the space which exhibiters might fill 
as they saw fit with miscellaneous assort- 
ments of ores and massive displays thrown in 
promiscuously. The department, however, in- 
sisted at all times that exhibiters should con- 
form to the general pian of appearances 
which had eariy been formulated and which 
as carried out made the ensembie exceeding- 
ly more beautiful and in its entirety an object 
of greater interest to the thousands of ob- 
servers. 

In measuring success a basis for compari- 
son is essential. This; however, is unattain- 
able in the present instance, no previous Ex- 
position having a special depart- 
ment of mining and metallurgy. ‘True, there 
have been mineral collections and there have 
been hardware exhibits, but in an indeter- 
minate way and certainly not displayed for 
the purpose of elucidating any complete 
science or industry. 

There had before never been the space ap- 
propriated to these subjects, nor the necessary 
atten devoted to them to make the dis- 

lays. The scope of the mining and metal- 
furgical exhibit, as well as the extent to 
which it has been carried out, may therefore 
be said to have been created by the World’s 
Columbian Exposition. It stands as the first 
exhibit of these industries, and deserves the 
recognition it has and now receives. Doubt- 
less the exhibit will be a feature of all suc- 

tions, and the 
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In formulating plans for the present Expo- 
sition i was necessary to correspond with all 
the leading horticulturists of the world in or- 
der to induce them to assist in makinga dis- 
play which would surpass all previous exhi- 
bitions of decorative plants and representa- 
tive fruits, The Bureau of Horticulture was 
appointed early in the history of thie Fair and 
the Superintendent and a large number 
of assistants commenced work, as 
exhibits of this character had ‘to be 
installed early in order to overcome 
the effect of handling and transportation. The 
chief of the department, as well as his entire 
staff, was also devoted to this work. While 
there has been some disappointment, taken 
as a whole the result gained is a magnificent 
success, as the contents of the great Horti- 
cultural Building will show. 

Among foreign countries New South Wales 
leads. A collection of tree and other ferns 
from that country is the finest collection under 
roof in the world. Many foreign countries 
have made fine contributions, but it would be 
vain to attempt to give here a detailed de- 
scription of the many rare and beautiful 
plants which were contributed by’ more than 
thirty foreign countries. 

Among domestic exhibiters a collection of 
displays from New York, Pennsylvania, and 
Massachusetts deserve special mention. Many 
private firms have also contributed. 

While the floral exhibit has been disappoint- 
ing in soméd respects, particularly in the mat- 
ter of cut flowers for the intended weekly ex- 
hibit, the general result has surpassed expec- 
tations. The program provided for a display 
of fruits with more frequency than had ever 
been attempted in previous expositions, but it 
was not thought possible to keep up a contin- 
uous display, as we did, from beginning 
to the close of the Fair. 

The exhibiters deserve great credit for the 
advances pomology has made through their 
exertions. The value of the educational 
features in this line cannot be estimated. It 
can be safely said that in this alone the benc- 
fits to be derived will surpass the total cost of 
the whole Exposition. While an opportunity 
has been given to compare American and 
foreign fruits, the greatest advantage was 
gained by comparing the fruits of different 
States and Territories of this country. Po- 
mologists have been enabled to select ata 
giance the varieties best adapted to 
the soil and climatic conditions 
under which the fruits were 
In other divisions great and rapid advances 
have been made. Viticulturists from every 
port of the world where the grape is grown 

ave brought together . their wines in friendly 
com petifion, and many preconceived ideas in 
regard to the values of well advertised brands 
have found strong competitors in brands 
comparatively unknown, and the 
learned is that it is not always the high price 
that insures quality.

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The ever-pleasant recollection of the great 
Horticulture Building, with its wealth of tioral 
beauty and tasty arrangement, must be asso- 
ciated with the names of Uncle John Thorpe 
and Maj.

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It became evident to a number of promi- 
nent men identified with the leather and shoe 
trades industries of the United States that a 
leather exhibit building, in whi¢h to displey 
their manufactures at the Exposition, was a 
necessity—more particularly when it became 
known that such excessive demands had been 
made tor exhibition space upon the Depart- 
ments of Manufactures and Liberal Arts, An 
organization called the Leather and Shoe 
Trades Association was formed to raisea fund 
to carry out a plan to exhibit the products of 
the leather and accessory trades in their own 
building. Through this association, consisting 
of over 200 names, a fund to the amount of 
$110,000 was raised.

_ To have a clear and just view of. the results 
of the World’s Fair of 1893 itis necessary to 
command a better perspective than is possible 
atthis time. Now, with the nerves of the 
whole country tingling with a sense of triumph, 
and in the flush of enthusiasm generated by 
contemplation of high artistic achievement, 
the critical attitude seems most ungracious. 
It is enough to , as the most hyper- 
critical must admit, that in all essentials the 
Exposition has not only been su but 
successful in a degree which pales 
the records of its predecessors, and 
which makes any attempt to surpass 
it almost hopeless. Chicago has ex- 
celled Paris as much as Parisexcelled Vienna. 
The international exhibitions of the future 
must be built on new lines to challenge the at- 
tention of the world. They. will probably be 
specialized exhibitions, each covering only 
one department of natural resources, human 
ingenuity, industry, and activity, as of elec- 
tricity, mines and mining, or transportation 
exhibits. To build another microcosm like 
that displayed at Jackson Park is a task 
from which any city or nation may well shrink. 

The splendid achievements of the archi- 
tects and artists are so much in evidence and 
are so satisfying to the eye .that the visitor 
to the’ Exposition has too rarely been. tempt- 
ed to explore to the utmost the priceless 
treasures contained withir the matchless 
buildings at Jackson Park. Yet the exhibits 
no less than the architecture and the land- 
scape are entitled to praise without stint. In 
com prehensiveness, in scientific arrangement, 
and in illumination of the history of sev- 
eral arts, every department has beaten all 
records.

Corn, of course, is king, and the 
Iowa people, as do several other States, claim 
preéminence-in the production of corn. Mrs. 
Ewing has lectured all through the season at 
the Iowa Building on corn as food, with prac- 
tical illustrations. . 

The decorations of the building are very 
tasteful arrangements of corn and other 
cereals. The building has been recognized by 
Iowa people as distinctively their own. They 
have been proud of it, teo, and the constant 
stream of people who hailed from Iowa 
and wanted the privileges of the build- 
ing have testified to their indorsement, 
The Secretary said that 150,000 of 
Iowa’s citizens had been there during 
the Fair. Those who have contributed to

The Michigan Building has been a veritable 
clubhouse, not a private one but in the broad- 
est sense of the term a public one. When it 
was built Mr, Burnham objected to the 
piazzas all around it om two stories, but the 
piazzas went up just the same ana added con- 
siderably to the solid air of home comfort 
which pervaded everything. It is a large 
building and entirely devoted to the éase and 
entertainment of visitors. It is the only 
building onthe grounds, so Mr. Stevens says, 
that has never been closed during the Fair, 
and smoking and lunching have been allowed 
in every room except the re¢eption roomé. 
The Pennsylvania Building hag the only other 
tower clock on the grounds. The Michigan 
tower was built entirely from wood brought 
from Michigan as un exhibit.

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Next to Illinois, California claims to have 
the largest Stafe building on the\grounds, It 
is built in the style of the old California mis- 
sion buildings, and .is. built of plain plaster, 
artificially cracked and seamed to give it the 
appearance of the old missions. The recessed 
entrances give the walls the appearance of 
depth and solidity characteristic of the old 
buildings. ‘The south front is a reproduction 
of the mission church at San Diego, and the 
main tower an exact reproduction 6f 
the San Diego church tower. The building 
is not of the club-house character of 
most State buildings. On the . first floor the 
space is all occupied by a display of fruits, 
wines, and jellies, and canned goods, the dis- 
play of fruits and wines being particularly 
fine. On the second floor are the offices, re- 
ception rooms, county rooms, and on the third 
is a roof garden and restavrant.. Throughout 
the whole season the building has constantly 
been thronged with visitors.

The Idaho Building is a novel one and very 
faithfully illustrates the idea of frontier life.

It stands well 
back from the avenue, with a broad lawn be- 
fore it, opnmamented just in frontof the en- 
trance with a remarkable pyramid of the min- 
ing rock of Colorado. The first floor is mainly 
devoted to exhibits of the mineral wealth and 
resources of the State, The second is entirely 
oceupied by a reception room of most attract- 
ive and home-like appearance, and it has been 
greatly appreciated by the visitors from the 
silver State, particularly the ladies. Upon its 
walls are some excellent paintings that should 
have had a place in the art gallery. They in- 
clude several pieces by Mrs. Cherry and Mrs. 

The efficient Secretary 
of the Board, Mr. O. C. French of New Wind- 
sor, has been hereconstantly, and made every- 
one feel at home in the Colorado Building.

LARGE SALES IN ARTISTIC WABES. 


Austria Is in a Congratulatory Mood Over 
the Business It Has Done. 

The favorable commercial treaty recently 
concluded between the United States and 
Austria will be of immense aid to commer- 
cial intercourse between the two countries. 
Notwithstanding the financial crisis I am con- 
vinced that this great Exposition will act as a 
stimulus to trade in all directions. Large 
sales have been effected here of chinaware, 
glassware, mother of pearl, and woolen goods. 
Manufacturersin Austria are anxiously await- 
ing tariff reforms without which very few 
chances are open to foreigners. Again, Amer- 
ican industries ate going ahead at such a 
rapid pace that perhaps in such a line as 
mother of pearl Austria night not gain by a 
change in the tariff under this heading. On 
glassware and chinaware the tariff does not 
seem to have much effect. They are recog- 
nized to be of such beauty that those who can 
afford it will purchase the.wares at any price.

‘“The French -erhibiters here have nearly 
all experienced a bitter disappointment, and 
I do not think that they would return again 
to Chicago if another Exposition were to be 
held here. With the exception of’ cheap 
goods, imitation jewelry, anda little perfume 
very little has been sold. Our fine goods, 
especially our artistic furniture, on which we 
reckoned a great deal, has not been patron- 
ized as we expected. And in cases where ob- 
jects of att have been disposed of, out of ten 
sales nine articles are for cities outside of 
Chicago. * But this, in my opinion, does not 
mean that there is no demand in this country 
for French goods and manufactured articles. 
It simply goes to show that the commerce be- 
tween the two countries seems to have reached 
its maximum, which represents a high figure, 
and consequently I do not think the Exposi- 
tion will lead to any notable increase in trade 
between France and the United States at 
preseut.”’

TARIFF A DRAWBACK TO. BUSINESS. 


J. J. Grinlinten Complains of the Losses 
Sustained by Ceylon's Exhibiters, 1 

The Exposition will lead to improyéed com- 
mercial relations between Ceylon jand the 
United States. We have foynd a market here 
for our tea, our cocoa, our nutmegs, our 
plum bago, and our cocoanut oil. Desiecated 
codoa will also form the basis of many teans- 
actions. In exchange the United States will 
sell machinery and implements of all kinds to 
the Singhalese, The Exposition will pndoubt- 
edly have contributed vastly to this end. 

Iam perfectly satisfied with my’ sojourn 
here, I have made! many friends, and will cer- 
tainly leave Chicago witn feelings of regret. 
If, however, the Fair were to be held again 
men of my way of thinking would certainly 
hesitate a long time before advising our manu- 
facturers and merchants to participate in it. 
We have had to put up with the tariff 
and enormous rates of all 
we have ‘been met with so con- 
sideration, no redress, no _ / remedy. 
It is a well’ known fact that when 
goods are taken back to the country 
they came from they are never worth 
as inuch as when they were first shi 
great deal of bredkage and other damage is 
liable to occur. Had we been informed that 
we were not to expect here a trage in expen- 
sive goods we would not have brought over 
what we have brought; we should have con- 
fined ourselves to a different class of/exhibits. 
I am not speaking for myself, but for Singha- 
lese manbfacturers,who have a desire to trade 
with this country. I have only tried! to intro- 
duce tea, and that pays no duty, The tariff is 
a great drawback to business and it jg certain 
that some consideration should have been 
shown to merchants and exhibiters after the 
@norinous expense they were put to.

CLOTHES THAT NAPOLEON WORE. 


What He Spent for His Wardrobe=Cost of 
His Coronation. 


Napoleon has been characterized in so many 
different ways by the numerous writers who 
have studied his career that itis not surpris- 
ing to find him described as a dandy in the re- 
cent work of a French author. The book is 
by A. Maze-Sencier and is -devoted mainly to 
the household affairs of the Little Corsican, 

Tt describes in detail,” says a reviewer, 
“ the luxury with which Napoleon surrounded 
his first extravagant wife—who, even after the 
divorge, could not . along on 300,000 
francs. a year—and his,gecond modest one, 
and his manner of living. In reality 
Napoleon was not extravagant as far 
as his own person was concerned. When he 
had himself crowned as Emperor, 70,000 
franes were set aside for his wardrobe, but he 
never spent more than 20,000 francs for that 
purpose, | The price of his uniforms varied 
between 200 and 240 francs,and he. wore 
them as long as possible, not considering it 
beneath his dignity to wear mended clothes. 
In rainy and cold weather he wrapped himself 
inasimple gray mantle for which his tailor 
charged him 190 francs.. As is well known, 
Napoleon preferred small, homely hats, for 
which he'paid 48 francs each. 

‘‘ For the court perfumes, however, the Em- 
peror was a good customer,’ He used incred- 
ible quantities of eau de cologne, as he con- 
sidered it not only refreshing but wholesome, 
and ‘washed his body in it every morning. 
ne and September, 1806, he used no 
in 162 bottles of eau de cologne, pay- 
irancs for them. He was also exceed- 
ingly fond of the smeil of the aloe. In 1808 
he gave '720 francs for ten ounces of aloe. 
Costly soap, 4 and 5 frances a cake, he also 
used. He was also a good customer of the 
giovemakers. In 1808 he had 48 pairs made 
of deerskin and 24 pairs of goatskin. How 
long these lasted is not told, but there were 
many similar purchases. 

**Napgleon, however, was extremely par- 
ticular as to his linen. He was very cleanly 
and changed his underweur and dress shirts 
daily. he finest linen was used for his dress 
shirts, dg can be seen from the fact that in 
1808 more thann 5,000 francs were spent for 
the material for six dozen shirts. Une hun- 
dred handkerchiefs cost him 1,400 francs. 
For linen of various kinds the Emperor spent 
10,000 frances in 1808—almost half of the 
sum whith he usually spent on his wardrobe. 

‘** At no time, however, did the court pur- 
veyors enjoy greater harvest than when he 
was crowned and’ anointed Emperor. Never 
before were so many magnificent presents 
sent from the Tuileries, and never before did 
the royal palace on the banks of the Seine see 
such display. The coronation clothing of the 
Emperoft and Empress cost together 650,000 
francs, and that of the courtiers 150,000. 
For ornaments of various kinds 700,000 
francs were expended, and for memorial 
medals '20,000.. All told the cost of the 
coronation was about 5,000,000 francs. 
No monarch of the ancient régime expended 
so much on a similar occasion. Napoleon I., 
however, was never embarrassed financially. 
He kept his private treasury, as wellas the 
State treasury,in the best order. Far from 
allowing his purveyors to take advantage of 
him, he examined every bill, even for the 
most insignificant thing which was purchased 
for his court. Almost invariably the mer- 
chants were obliged to lower their prices, 


: Paper from Sunflowers, 


Kansas has a new industry—the making of pa- 
per from sunflowers, Any one who has ever been 
through Kansas will at once recognize the im- 
portance of this announcement. The State ig 
full of sunflowers, which grow +o an 
enormous height and thickness, and have 
to be battled against by farmers to keep 
them from overgrowing entire fields. The 
managers of the paper mill at Salina have dis- 
covered that the stalk of the sunflower, uced 
to pulp, can be made into an excellent quality of 
commercial paper, and they are advertising to 
pay good prices for the raw material delivered at 
the mill. The Salina Daily Republican, equaliy 
enterprising, by way of advertis e® new in- 
dustry, prin its editaon yesterday npon sun- 
flower paper, the peculiar or of which imme- 
diately attracts attention. From the sampie re- 
ceived it appears that the product is suitable 
for wrapping rather than for printi purposes, 
and the toughness and strength of fibre spoken 
of so highly in the description seem to be want- 
ing. Buta better showing will no doubt be 
made when the process becomes perfected and 
ne industry gets upou its feet.—Kansde City

Assuming control of the Department of 
Admissions Dec. 26, 1892, under an appoint- 
ment from the Bureau of Admissions, consist- 
ing of President Higinbotham, Vice-President 
Peck, Treasurer Seeberger, Auditor Acker- 
man, Chairman E. B, Butler, as its ‘Superin- 
tendent, it devolved on me without a scrap of 
paper to arrange the department in all its 
branches, both as regards its style of passes 
and ticket, as well as the location of all en- 
trances and ticket booths. It wasa task that 
the Superintendent was given until the 1st of 
February to develop and to place his recom- 
mendations by that time before his committee, 
On the 15th of January that report was sub. 
mitted, and by thé 19th the entire report was 
approved by a unanimous vote. 

At first the coin system was suggested, but 
I gave guod reasons why sucha system should 
not be used, and the experience of the six 
months shows the wisdom of adopting the 
ticket system. I recommended the number 
of ticket booths and their locations, so as to 
accommodate in the best possible manner the 
convenience of the patrons of the Exposition. 
The ticket system adopted is ‘one that has 
proved a safeguard to the earnings of the Ex- 
position. Not a counterfeit ticket has been 
offered, simply because no one knew what 
ticket letter would be on gale the next day. 

The Superintendent has devoted his entire 
time to the work intrusted'to him, remaining 
as he has the entire six monthsin the grounds. 

With the complete system in force every 
day’s settlement closing with the day the Treas- 
urer received the returns before the ticket- 
sellers settled their accounts with the gen- 
eral ticket office of the Superintendent’s De- 
partment, Connected with the Superintend- 
ent’s Department, embracing clerical force 
as well as inspectors, ticket-sellers, ticket- 
takers, and gatekeepers, were in all over 450 
men. Comimg as they did from all parts of 
the country it is matter of pride to all the 
officers of the Exposition that in closing not 
an account remains unsettled. 

Handling as it has over 21,000,000 of peo- 
ple and depdsiting with the Treasurer over 
$10,000,000 the Superintendent can well 
feel proud of his record and his department. 

He has been ably seconded by such officers 
as Assistant Superintendent A. Felder, 
Chief Inspector W. L. De Remer, and his able 
corps Of assistants, as well as by Charles Ma- 
loney, General Ticket Agent, and Smith 
O’Brien, Chiet Clerk, who have, like the Su- 
perintendent, devoted their entire time to the 
work assigned them, 

The last two months the Superintendent 
has received his instructions direct from the 
Council of Administration and from them 
and tothem did the Superintendent report. 
All nen connected with the department gave 
the Superintendent loyal support and made 
the department a success in every way, 


tion, has conducted the great work of trans- 
porting to Jackson Park theimmense amount 
of building material used in the construction 
of the White City and the thousands of car- 
loads of exhibits that make the great show. 
Among other important questions to be con- 
sidered was the proposition of bringing the 
Baltimore and Ohio tracks inside the roma 
and to induce the Illinois Central road to ele- 
vate its tracks, Both of these matters were 
eventually brought to a successful termina- 
tion through Mr. Holcomb’s effort. 

Then came the work of: transportation, 
which was given him with the title of General 
Manager of Transportation. By the help of 
an efficient and experienced staff Mr. Hol- 
comb’s work was well done, and the thousand 
and one details of the undertaking were 
planned and carried out in a manner indicat- 
ing perfect organization. All building ma- 
terial was handled by this department, and 
the greater part-of it was placed not only 
within the park but on the spot where it was 
to be used. All questions of transportation 
were considered in this department. The in- 
tramural road, the roller chair concession, 
and that of marine transportation, including 
the eleetric launches ‘and gondolas, were 
among the number which show the variety 
and extent of the work of the department. 

Maj. John McClintock, Superintendent of 
Transportation, had charge of placing all ex- 
hibits in their buildings. ee 

During bs connection with the Exposition 
since last November he has handled 7,778 
ears of exhibits alone. Of this number 1,500 
were billed wrong, and many mistakes of 
shippers made the work of this department 
doubly hard. 

W. E. Green, Superintendent of Tracks and 
Terminal, had charge of the work of laying 
tracks and full charge of ‘he labor force per- 
taining to the motive power of transportation. 
He also received and delivered al! cars to and 
from connecting lines. W. H. Heafford, Su- 
perintendent of Warehouses, plays an inipor- 
tant part in the handling of exhibits. He has 
in his care all the cases and boxes belonging 
to exhibiters and wiil deliver the same to the 
owners on request, and will collect charges 
for storage. Capt. F. M. Symonds, U.S. N.., 
Superintendent of Marine Transportation, 
and his assistant, Lieut. E. G. Hanus, had 
charge of the water transportation in connec- 
tion with the Exposition. B. J. Chrisman, 
Chief of the Accounting Department, had 
charge of the collection of all bills for trans- 
portation. J. A. Clock, cashier, looked after 
the money collected by the department, which 
has collected $300,000 since the Exposition 
opened. ; 

J. W. Murdenthal, chief clerk, has charge 
of the record of all labor done by the Trans- 
portation Department. M. J. Dugan, gen- 
eral foreman, has been with the Exposition 
since before it opened and has always h 
large force of laborers in his charge. Thom- 
as Collins is joint agent, representing all 
roads entering Chicago and the Transporta- 
tion Department of the Exposition. He has 
collected all railroad freight bills for freight 
shipped in and out of the grounds since the 
Fair opened. Miss Henrietta Fisher is em- 
ployed as stenographer and typewriter of the 
department and is among those who have 
been with the Exposition since its inception. 


The Columbian Guard was organized at the 
beginning of ‘summer, 1892, and the force 
was gradually augmented till atthe close of 
the year there were 424 men. From that 


time to the close of the Exposition there were |. 
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3,279 guards appends Of this number 
1,138 resign 47 were, discharged, and 
229 men were dropped from the roster. The 
Special Service Corps was organized April 22, 
1893, with six men. Previous to that time 
the Special Service Corps was utilized merely 
as guides. Soon after being organized the 
corps was increased to sixty-five men, who 
were engaged as guides. ushers, messengers, 


and in other such positions. The janitor 


service was also under the control of theCom- 
mandant of the guards until the Exposition 
was opened. There were 1,520 regularly em- 
ployed as janitors, but at the time the Expo- 
sition was formally opened, October, 1892, 
nearly 4,000 janitors were engaged in the 
work of cleaning up the buildings. 

The roster of officers of the Columbian 
Guards was as follows:

A. Smith had very onerous duties. whieh were 
ponent, AL ages ny and received the special 
commendation of the commandant, Col, Rice. 
He was ably assisted by Capt. Gordon, one of 
the y est officers of the guard. Capt. 
Hoppin also was highly spoken of in the com- 
mandant’s reports for the faithful manrer in 
which he performed his duties, Capt. G. M. 
Parnham as recruiting officer had to deal 
with 15,000 applicants for positions on the 
guard and in such capacity displayed unques- 
tioned good judgment in the selection he 
— of nearly 4,000 from the 15,000 appli- 
cants. 


* 
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The work of the Secret Service Bureau, 
under the c of Capt. John Bonfield, com- 
menced Sept. 1, 1892, but was of a prelimi- 
nary character until April 15, 1893, when 
active work was begun. A force of 300 
picked men from every State in the Union 
and afew from England and Canada, was 
employed. This small force had to cover the 
entire grounds day and night and to 
watch exhibits of ‘an almost inestimable 
value along with protecting the millions of 
visitors from pickpockets thieves. In an 
immense exposition covering 400 acres it was 


-hnext to impossible to prevent petty pilfering, 


but in proportion to the value of the exhibits 
and the great space covered ‘those steal. 
ings were less than at any exposition 
held in this or any other country since 
the Centennial Exposition of 1876. . For the 
success up to this time a great deal is due to 
the energy, tact. and skill of Chief Bontield’s 
able assistant, Mr. C, F. Groas. 

The secret service force was increased to 
800 men in June, but was cut down again to 
200 men in August. nur ber of arrests 
made was 875, about 320 convictions; ac. 
quittals, 78; and there was one escape of an 
unimportant offender. The number of per- 
sons arres for petty pilfering was 261. 
Thirty-three persons attempted to gain 
admission on fraudulent passes were caught. 
Two hundred and fifty lost children were 
found and restored, and complaints of various 
character to the number of 2,000 investigated. 
Nearly 100 concessionnaires who did not regis- 
ter their sales honestly were brought to task. 
There were 112 exhibits found exposed 
and unsafe from time to time 
and four gatemen who accepted money for ad- 
niissions were discharged. Ex-convicts num- 
bering 150 were noted on the ground and 
cautioned to conduct themselves honestly, 
and ten illegal sellers of beer were captured. 
The number of things lost and found reported 
to the burean was 265, and 360 persons en- 
tering the grounds without passes were ush- 
ered out n. were taken from 
eleven individuals not entitled to them, and 
from, sixty-six who were found guilty of minor 
offenses. were 283 persons put off the 
ground for one offense or another, and 345 
who climbed in over the fence were uested 
to go out and come in by the gates. Nearly 
600 persons of suspicious character were 
shadowed while on the ground, and 
186° stolen souvenir tickets recovered. 
The total value of pro po by rted lost and 
stolen amoun te $22, .96, and of that 
recovered $16,581.23. The Lost and Found 
Bureau, which was transferred to the Audi- 
tor’s Department Aug. 19, states the number 
of oven lost to be 2,200, valued at $13.- 
666.49; of articles restored, 861 ; amounting 
to $11,381.31. 

J. M. Lawrence was the a retary 
of Chief Bonfield, and attended to ali the de- 
tails of the bureau in the absence of the chief. 
He has had a great many years’ experience 
with criminals, and as an official in the IIli- 
noise State Penitentiary for fifteen years 
knows a great number of them and under- 
stands their methods. 


The Cold-Storage disaster throws a dark 
shadow over the otherwise brilliant work of 
the World’s Fair Fire Department. Not that 
any blame for the calamity is attached to the 
department, but the fact that so many com- 
rades’ lives were lost in the fire hangs Jike a 
cloud on the claim to recognition which the de- 
partment undoubtedly deserves, May 1, 1892, 
the Exposition fire service ‘was placed under 
the control of the city fire department with 
Marshal Denis J. Swenie - a ief. Previous 
to that time it was under care of the Ex- 

ition authorities with Chief Speed as its 
head. During the Exposition there were eight 
engine companies on the ground, two hook 
~~ ladder companies, and the fire boat 
In addition to these there 
were. 700 Babcock extinguishers and 
400 erradtare in the Br wicae: —s, 
The exti ere requ almost conetan 
attention from the fire department, as they 
were constantly tampered with by the visit- 
ors, who felt no hesitancy in screwing down 
the wheel and bursting the chemicals “ just 
to see how the blame thing would work.”’ 
The watch ‘service of the department was 
constantly maintained in the Woman’s Build- 
ing and the Fine Arts galleries in order to pre- 
clude the possibility of a fire getting any start 
in either of those buildings. character of 
the exhibits in them necessitated this precau- 
tion, as in case of fire they could never be re-

r During the time of service at the Exposi- 
tion grounds the department responded to 
seventy-six fitst alarm fires, one second alarm 
one third, and six still alarms and two special 
calls for the engines. ‘These last two were for 
the Cold-Storage fire, The Fire Queen’s prin- 
cipal work consisted in ext ishing the 
flames on the fireworks oats and 
in towing them to their 
moorings on certain evenings. 
Not a little part of the labors of the depart- 
ment consisted of “hitching up” for the 
millions of strangers desirous of sée the 
men at drill, and they were always fouad 
ready and wil ae epee circumstances per- 
mitted to grant the favor.

position ever before held. The World’s Fair - 
system bas a capacity of 64,000,000 gallons 
every twenty-four hours. . At the Centennial 
Exposition the capacity of the entire pumping 
plant was only 6,600,000 gallons a day; that 
of the Paris Expositiof# being about the same 
amount. This does not include the drinking 
supply, but only the water. necessary for the 
fountains, for sprinkling, for condensers and — 
boiler feed supply and fire protection. 

When the Exposition was first planned & 
was thought that a sufficient water supply 
could be obtained from the city mains, but as 
the project began to assume shape and the 
White City grewin magnitude it was soon 
found that this would be wholly impractica- 
ble and the management therefore decided 
upon erecting an independent pumping’ sta- 
tion.

) Mr. L. V. Rice has been the popular man- 
er and has never been feazed, even by 2,000 
applications a day for passes.

The wheel 
cost about $382,000, and by the terms of 
their contract with the Exposition company 
after they had made $300,000 they were to 
commence paying the Exposition company 
50 per cent of their receipts.

In 
spite of many adverse circumgtances, which 
included at one time the opposition of the 
World’s Fair management, they managed to 
come out with a comparatively slight loss on 
the season’s business. They had a record of 
admissions of 675,000 from July 2, the day 
they began charging admission. They prob- 
ably have lost on the season $30,000, but 
the careful management of H. C. Ehrenfeis 
has saved them a much greater loss. They 


are going home a8 soon as they can get away. - 


The natives will go directly home, sailing the 
9th from San Francisco on the City of Pekin. 
An auction is te be held today to dispose of 
the houses, which will be eagerly snapped up 
as relics.

Harlan, had suggested Chicago as the proper 
place for a World's Fair, and three years later 
the Chicago, Commercial, Union League, 
and Iroquois clubs appointed a _ joint 
report. Early 
in 1886 New England appointed a Board of 
Promotion to secure Congressional action 
with ex-Gov. Claflin of Massachusetts as Presi- 
dent. July 31, 1886, Senator Hoar of “Mas- 
sachusetta introduced a resolgtion providing 
for the appointment. of a joint; Congressional 
committee to consider the jadvisability of 
holding a World’s Fair, his

This was enough to stir Chicago. In 
July, 1889, the City Council passed a resolu- 
tion instructing the Mayor to appoint a Com- 
mittee of Five Siundved to induce Congress to 
locate the Beye World’s Fair in Chicago.

Climax of Great Days. 
The great and unapproachable record of the 
season was reserved for Monday, Oct. 9 (Chi-

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The seman devoted to the display of man- 
ufactures and liberalarts is the largest ever 
put uader roof. It occupies a commanding 
position on the lake shore, with the lagoon to 
the west, and covers an area of thirty and one- 
half acres. In form it is a rectangle, its cen- 
tral hall bemg surrounded by a nave and two 
vast aisles with galleries. great ceatral 
halt occupies a clear space of 1,280 by 380 
feet, and its roof rises to a height of 
245% feet. The entire 380 feet space 
is covered by a single arched span, without a 
supporting column, being by many feet the 
largest in the world. The center of the roof 
is carried on twenty-two steel arches, each 
weighing 125 tons, and more than 5,000 
tons of steel were used in the construction of 
this building. 
This tre:nendous structure is of the Corinth- 
ian style of architecture and of a severely 
classic model. It is threee times as 
large as the Cathedral of St. Peter’s 
at Rome, and its central hall which, 
occupies but one-third of the building seats 
comfortably over 50;000 people. There are 
four great entrances, each in the nature of a 
triumphal arch, and the building, like all the 
other great Exposition buiidings, is coated in 
‘‘staff’’ and ornamented with magnificent 
mural paintings.

The Administration Building, with its splen-

REPEAL BILL 


On Objection by the Missourian in the 
House the Measure Goes Over, but Its 
Speedy Adoption Is Assured=—Congress 
Likely to Adjourn Thursday — Strong 
Speech Against the Naturalization Bill 
Made by Mr. Goldzier=The New York 
Bridge Bill Passes the Senate. 


Wasnrvator, D.C., Oct. 31.—[Special. ]— 
Friends of repeal! of the silver bill are anxious 
to have the House take tection on the Voor- 
heee bill so that Congress can adjourn until 
the first Monday in December, but the oppo- 
nents of the measure want to make a dying 
effort before the decisive vote is reached. 
Promptly enough the Senate bill ‘caine over 
to the House today and was reposing ‘on the 
Speaker's table when Livingstone of Georgia 
asked for its immediate consideration. But 
the opponents of repeal, under the leadership 
of Silver-Dollar Bland, were-not in touch with 
the Georgia Congressman and the Missouri 
Representative stood as a stumbling-block in 
the way of unanimous consent for considera- 
tion of the bill today. It was his idea that 
‘the measure could just as well be laid over 
for twenty-four hours to avoid any talk of its 
being railroaded up to the White House. 
Then, too, Mr. Bland has a setof colors which 
he desires to nail to the mast before going 
down before the silver repeal avalanche, and 
in this respect he will find an able lieutenant 
in Mr. Bryan of Nebraska. i 

But Speaker Crisp is deterthined that there 
shal] ve no filibustering, and hence no unnec- 
essary delay in the passage of the Voorhees 
bill, and with that end in view the Committee 
on Rules will hold a session tomorrow morn- 
ing and map out @ program which will be ad- 
hered to if the necessity arises. No one 
questions, however, the determination of Con- 
gress to. get through with its business and quit 
Washington this week, and some of the Con- 
gressmmen are pretty sure that Thursday will 
witness the wind-up of the) extra session.

STRONG SPEECH BY MR. GOLDZIER.

Mr. Millikin of Msaine—Would you have any 
laws in rogard to naturalization at all, or would 
te let every man vote as soon as he comes here 

m a foreign country? 

Mr. Goldzier—I would have a law which would 
facilitate the admission of any decent man to 
citizenship of the United States. But I would 
have no law which in spirit and in language has 
for its object the defying of the purpose of a 
naturalization law and which would swamp us 
with an alien population. 


Crain Supports the Chicagoan. 


Mr. Crain, Téxas—The provisions of the first 
section of this bill in reference to the naturaliza-

IT BREATHED ITS LAST AT 11 
0’OLOOK LAST EVENING, 


Midway Ordered Closed Forever and No 
One Will Be Admitted to the Street of 
Nations Today or Hereafter Unless a 
Change in the Policy Is Made«Demolli- 
tion of the Terminal Station Begins= 
Plans for Rushing Track-Laying and 
the Distribution of Packing Cases. 


The Fair ended officially and actually last 
night. Everything shut down at 11 o'clock. 
So faras the Midway attractions are con- 
cerned the plaisance might as well be in an- 
other country for visitors will not be ad- 
mitted to it today. An order went out last 
night from the Director-General to Col. Rice 
instructing him to send his guards to the Mid- 
way and not permit.a single display to be 
open to the public today or hereafter. Fur- 
thermore the guards were instructed to close 
all admission gates to the Midway and keep 
visitors from entering. 

This has been the wish of the Director-Gen- 
eral for some time and yesterday the Execu- 
tive committee held a special session and in- 
dorsed his plans. It wasan extended meet- 
ing and all the leading members were there. 
It was the desire of many of them to keep the 
Midway open at least for a few days. When 
the members were informed of the noisy 
demonstrations on the plaisance Monday 
night and of the impracticability of conduct- 
ing anything like a representative show they 
ail yielded and the Midway, with its streets of 
people of all nations and the Ferris wheel, is a 
thing of the past. 

The Exposition grounds proper will be open 
to visitors at 50 cents each. All they can see, 
however, will be the buildings and the work 
of packing up on the interior. The Art 
Palace and tae Mines Building will be closed 
to the public. Everywhere there will be deso- 
lation. Notasingle amusement feature is to 
be provided. Night illuminations are over. 


The World’s Fair is dead.

PASSENGER RATE WAR THREATENED. 


Union Pacific Getting Ready for a Conflict 
with Northern Competitors, 

It is evident the Union Pacific is deter- 
mined to bring about a passenger rate war. A 
few weeks ago it withdrew’from the Western 
Passenger Assoviation, and yesterday it served 
notices of withdrawal from all the local pas- 
senger associations. The course pursued by it 
in| the matter of stopping the payment of 
further immigrd@ht commissions strengthens 
the belief that it means mischief. There cer- 
tainly can be no good reason why the Union 
Pacific should want to defeat the proposition 
of the Western Passenger Association lines 
to stop the payment of excessive commissions 
to| steamship and immigrant agents at New 
York, when the immigrant business can just 
aswell be secured without gi about f 
of |the earnings from that traffic to outside 
petsons. Yet the Union Pacific appears to be 
determined to defeat the scheme. The spe- 
cial committee appointed by the Western As- 
sociation to secure a conference with the 
Union Pacific people regarding the question 
decided sagheulans to make one more effort to 
secure a favorable consideration of the mat- 
ter by the Union Pacitic. A dispatch was 
sent to General Passenger Agent Lomar of 
the Union Pacific that the committee would 
like to meet him andthe receivers as soon 
as ithe latter return to Omaha from their tour 
of inspection and requested him to name a 
date. There is but little prospect, however, 
that this eLort of the committee will be more 
sn¢cessful than the previous ones. The re- 
ceivers of the Union Pacific are evidently of 
the opiniotthat this is an opportune time for 
opening up hostilities with Prepident Hill’s 
Great Northern rr |way. When the latter fin- 
ished its transcon.uvental line it cut the rates 
to pieces, and all efforts to get rates restored 
again have proved fruitless. The Union Pa- 
citic has been suffering. severely from this 
fight with its northern competitors. 
Notice was given yesterday by the Union Pa- 
cific road that it wonitt no longer permit 
short line transcontinental rates to be applied 
by circuitous routes. The notice was called 
forth by the Chicago Great Western, which 
was making rates from St. Paul to Portland 
via Kansas City on the Sioux City rate. The 
Union Pacific said such rates could no longer 
be: available and it would not permit rates to 

be made from St. Louis to Portland via St. 
Paul or from St. Paul via Kansas City. ‘The 
Chicago Great Western claims that the Union 
Pacitic is laboring under a misapprehension. 
The rates it desires to wake on the Sioux 
City rate are not through rates to Portland, 
but to interior points in Colorado, Montana, 
and Wyoming and its right or that of any 
other road to make such rates has always 
been recognized, 

The sale of tickets to Chicago at reduced 
rates on account of the World’s Fair was dis- 
continued yesterday by the Central Traffic 
Association roads and all rates were restored 
tothe basis in effect prior to April 28 last. 
Western ruvads will stop the sale 6f eastbound 
tickets at reduced rates tomorrow. The sale 
of tickets westbound at reduced rates will 
be continued till Nov. 15 or uatil the return 
coupons of the tickets are got out of the way, 
so that the scalpers may not be able to de- 
moralize the market through them. Eastern 
roads have decided to nake reduced rates for 
the Midwinter Exposition in California from 
all points in the territory up to the gateways 
to Western Passenger Association territory. 
The rate agreed upon is 80 per cent of doubie 
locais for the round trip to be added to the re- 
duted rates made for the occasion by the 
Western roads. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Oct. 31.—The Tennessee 
Midiand and the Paducah, Tennessee and Ala- 
bama railroad companies are now in the 
sands of W. L, Huse of St. Louis and John 
Overton Jr. of Memphis as joint receivers. 
Billa were filed Saturday in the Federal 
Courts at Paducah, Jackson, and Memphis 
by the St. Louis Trust company as trustee, 
and the order appointing Messrs. Overton and 
Huse joint receivers of the two properties 
were made by Circuit Judge Horace Lurton 
at his chambers in Nashvilie. There will be 
no change in the operation of the two roads. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Oct. 31 ee Caid- 
well of the United States Circuit Court has 
appointed F. C. Hills of Sioux City receiver 
of the Sioux City, Omaha and Western rail- 
road, on the application of the Manhattan 
Trust company of New York, which claims to 
be the holder of mortgage bonds to the 
amount of $1.500,000,
